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The index to Volume 34 is composed of three parts: a subject index, an author index and an advertising index. 

The subject index is made up mainly of terms constructed by /nternational Pharmaceutical Abstracts. The IPA index is an alphabetical, open-ended controlled 
vocabulary index which makes use of standardized headings. (The primary index terms for each article are listed routinely in the Journal as “key words” following 
article abstracts.) The subject index also notes all regular Journal columns, and under the respective column headings, the titles of editorials and books reviewed, 
“Equipment and Supplies” and “News” items, and reports from affiliated chapters in “ASHP Affiliates.” The subject index also contains, under the heading
